1 . SMUN NOTE OF APRIL 7 REPLIES TO OURS OP MARCH 19 
IN WHICH WE REPERRED TO A FEBRUARY 12 HARASSMENT 
INCIDENT AND NOTED THAT TESTIMONY PROM TWO SOVIET 
WITNESSES WAS NEEDED IN ORDER POR PROSECUTION TO GO 
FORWARD UNDER FEDERAL ACT FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGN 
OFPICIALS. 

2. SMUN NOTE SAYS THAT US POSITION THAT PROSECUTION 
DEPENDS ON TESTIMONY OF DIPLOMATS IS CONTRARY TO INTER-

ZIONIST MAFIA, WELL-KNOWN TO THE AMERICAN AUTHORITIES, 

UPON EMPLOYEES OE THE SOVIET MISSION AND UPON A SOVIET CITIZEN 
EMPLOYED BY THE UN SECRETARIAT, WERE THOROUGHLY SET EORTH IN 
IN THE SOVIET MISSION'S NOTE NO. 98 OE EEBRUARY 13, 1976. 

ALSO GIVEN IN IT WERE THE NAMES AND ADDRESSES OE THE PARTICI- 
PANTS IN THIS TERRORISTIC ACT. EURTHERMORE, THESE MALEFACTORS

COUNTRY-AND THEREBY IGNORE AND CRUDELY VIOLATE ITS LAWS. 
THEREPORE THE AMERICAN POLICE AND JUDICIAL AUTHORITIES HAVE 
Al l, THE NECESSARY PACTS AT THEIR DISPOSAL TO BRING TO JUSTICE 
AND DULY PUNISH THESE TERRORISTS. 

"AS FOR THE ATTEMPTS TO MAKE THE PROSECUTIONOP THE 
CRIMINALS DEPEND ON THE TESTIMONY OP POREIGNERS WHO ENJOY 
DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY, THEY ARE UNTENABLE, SINCE THEY CONTRADICT 
INTERNATIONAL LEGAL NORMS, SET EORTH IN A SERIES OP INTER- 
NATIONAL AGREEMENTS TO WHICH THE US IS A PARTY, INCLUDING THE 
1961 VIENNA CONVENTION ON DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS.
